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March Fong Eu Plans Senate Race: 
Hopes to Raise $2 Million by July

SACRAMENTO - March Fong 
Eu， _ California's four-term 
Secretary of State who coasted 
to victory Nov. 4 with 
almost 69 percent of the vote， 
then narrowly escaped serious 
injiryes NOVLIO DVIanSEaXE 
wielding burglar， announced 
thls week that she is an Unoffi- 
clal candidate for the US Sen- 
ate in 1988. 

IThe Surprise announcement 
was delivered in 3a Speech to 
S$00 Supporters Jan， 5$，immedi- 
ately after her Swearing in by 
SE Appbpellate Court Justice 
LaEGVEEORWSESSheElashedaoute at 
the Iran-contra Scandal，the 
federal budget deficit and the 
nuclear arms Trace，called for an 


"all-out effort” to conquer 
AIDS，and hinted broadly that 
She would be a Senate candi- 
date. 

Afterward，Sshe told reporters 
that She hopes to raise 9$2 
million by July through a polit- 
ical action commaittee. "I would 
call it unofficially letting yoUur 
friends know what you want to 
do,”Sshe Said. Some Supporters 


at the ceremony were Seen 
wearing "Eu in 88” campalign 
buttons. 


SERIOUSLY EXPLORING 


"She's very Seriously exploring 
the chances of running,” said 
Chief Deputy Secretary of State 
Tony Miller.

US Justice Dept. Strengthens 
Voting Rights Act Enforcement 


WASHINGTON  - FEollowing 
accusations it was weakening 
the Yoting Rights Act，the 
Justice Department this week 
moVeda to exercisec broader 
authority over local  voting 
changes ln thousands of com- 


munities in 16 states. 

The department 1lssued new 
regulations that allow its civil 
EupintsE attortncySRAtoR rejyect 
discriminatory voting practices. 
Under the policy，any proposed 
change that would have a dis- 
criminatory result could be 
rejected，Tregardless of whether 
officials intended blas. 

Civil rights organizations have 
Said the use of this policy 
would provide for maximum 
enforcement of the act.

ment attorneys who believe a

LOS ANGELES - Outgoing 
state Chief Justice Rose Bird， 
in a parting Shot at Gov. 
George Deukmejian， criticized 


him for not including an ASsian 
American among his nominees 
to replace the three 
Supreme Court justices ousted 
in the November election. 

Bird and Justices _ Cruz Rey- 
nosSo and Joseph Grodin were 
defeated by the voters for 
re-electlion after Deukmejian 
and conservative political action 


commalttees， angered by their 
votes to overturn many death 
SentenceSs， targeted them for 
defeat. 


Their terms expbired Jan. $ at 
12:01 am. Bird made her 
remarks Jan. 4 to a group of 
about 530 people at the Dorothy 
Chandler Pavilion in LA. 

" 工 was disappointed to see， 
when the governor made his 
announcements and sent names 
for replacements，that he didn't 
have an Asian among the indi- 
viduals. I thought that was 
rather Sad,”Bird said.

Chinese leader Deng Xiaoping 
finally broke his silence on the 
， demonstrations， then nation's 
largest Since the "Democracy 
Wall” campaign of 1978-79. 
Deng was quoted twice in the 
commentary，which called the 
， wave 0f demonstrations serious， 
， major events. It appeared to 
Signal a reverSsal of the recent 
trend toward 1liberalism in -the 
PresS. 
RICHT TO DISSENT 


Last Spring， the so-called 
"reformers"” in the Chinese 
government -- primarily Deng 
and his top aides -- launched a 
campaign of "political reform 

-that was intended to gain new 
Support for the leadership 
under Deng.， For months after- 
wardi， Chinese newspapers car- 
Tied articles which stressed the 
importance of the right， to 
dissent and the need for more 
democracy in Chinese politics 
and organizations. 

On December S$ in the city 
of Hefie，a controverSy Over 
the selection of candidates for 

the local district of the People'?s 
Congress touched off a demon- 
Stration by 1,000 students at 
the Chinese University of 
Sclence and Technology. Four

days later，the protest grew to 
3,000. 


As word of the incident 
Spread，students in Shanghai， 
Beijing and other cities took up 
the cry. They marched with 
protest Signs， burned Party 
newSspapers publicly，and defied 
gOvernment orders by putting 
Up wall posters，Some of them 
on computer printout paper. 

The demonstrations have so 
far been peaceful.， No students 
are believed to be in detention 
by the authorities. 

In spite of earlier charges 
that Taiwan was responsible for 
Sparking the protests， the 
government has ?Pot produced 
any evidence to Support this 
theory. Nor have any pivotal 
Student leaders been identified. 
Rather，the demonstrations seem 
to be a Spontaneous expression 
of dissatisfaction with the 
Communist government and its 
effect on ” every facet of 
Society. 

Behind the unrest are imme- 
diate local issues as well as 
abstract political demands.， Only 
the top 1 to 2 percent of 
China's students are admitted to 
any University. Once admitted， 
they face overcrowded dormito- 
ries，inferious campus food，and 
the frustration of not being 
permiltted to choose or change 
thelir college ma jor. 

Many faculty members are 
asSSlgned teaching positions in 
departments for which they 
have little interest or prepara-

BERKELEY - Bulimia may 
be a growing problem among 
immigrant women，according to 
a UC Berkeley psychologist who 
is studying the disorder， 

Bulimics typically eat 1large 
quantities of food in a short 
perliod of time，then try to get 
rid of it with laxatives，diuret- 
ics，extremely intense exercise 
or forced vomiting. 

The stereotypical bulimic is 
Caucasian and wealthy， bnut 
more Asian and Hispanic 
women are developing the dis- 
order 3aS a way to cope with 
StreSS， TepresSsed emotions，and 
feelings of helplessness， the 
UCB study Showed. 

PSychologist Cindy Bulic is 
exploring family patterns that 
may contribute to bulimia.

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UL President Gardner Angers Asians; 
He Claims He Was Misinterpreted

BERKELEY - David Gardner， 
president of the University of 
California，raised a few eye- 
brows in Asian American com- 
munities when he apparently 
told the Sam Diego Union that 
Asian Students are "overrepre- 
Sented"” in the UC System. 

Though Asians compose- only 
6 percent of California"'s popu- 
lation，more than 20 percent of 
undergrads ln the UC System 
are ASslian，an imbalance that is 
causing "unrest"” among Cauca- 
Silans，Gardner was quoted as 
Sayling. 

A truncated 4sSsociated Preys 
VerSion of the story， which 
appeared last month in the 
Oakland Tripune，implied that 
Gardner favors legislation to 
make UC enrolljment more accu- 
rately reflect the population. 

"His comments reflect what 
many white people feel in the 
state of California: there are 
too many Aslans in the Univer- 
Slity of _ California System,"” said 
Henry Der，executlve director 
of Chinese for Affirmative 
Action. "What really disappoints 
me ls that at no time did he 
Say that the State Should be 
happy that So many Asians are 
getting in,” added Der，who Saw 
both versions of the article and 
is drafting a letter of concern 
to Gardner. 

Gardner told 了 E/W that 4P 
misinterpreted his comments，In 
aa recent interview，Gardner 
clarified his statements about 
Asian enrollment at UC. 

Several years ag0，the Cali- 
fornia Legislature adopted 3a 
resolution encouraging affirma- 
tvVeaeactioneGardrerawsald: 
Colleges were asked to reflect 
the ethnic diversity of high 
School graduates in college 
Student bodies. If，for example， 
13 percent of high school grad- 
uates are Hispanic，the Same 
percentage of  _ college _ under- 
graduates Should also be His- 
panic. 

The problem with the resolu- 
tion，Gardner Said，is that it 
was made "without reference to 
UC eligibility.” 

Only 6 percent of Hispanic 
high School graduates are eli- 
gible for UC admission，4 per- 
cent of blacks，16 percent of 
Caucasians and 26 percent of 
ASians，according to 1983 esti- 
mates from the  _ California 
Postsecondary Education Com- 
mission， 


IRRELEVANT COMPARISONS 


"The resolution I mentioned 
takes no _ account of those dif- 
ferences,”Gardner Said. "If you 
just take the high school gradu- 
ate pool without reference to 
UC eliglibllity，you make com- 
parlsons that are not Televant." 
If you follow the resolution to 
its 1loglcal conclusion， Gardner 
said，it would lead to _ ethnic 
quotas -- aa solution he 
staunchly opposes. 

The resolution 
re-evaluated， Gardner Sald， 
because it is "out Of Synch" 
with the_ actual ethnic break- 
down of the UC student body. 
He did not Say whether the 
reSolution is good or bad，， he 
merely Said the Leglslature 
Should look at it again，keepling 
the _ statistics about UC eligibil- 
ity in mind. 


Should be 


Der pointed out that the 
legislation was lntended to 
encourage affirmative action， 


not to impose a cap on enroll- 
ment for any ethnlic 5I0OUP. 
Twenty-Ssix  _ percent of Asian 
high school graduates are eli- 
gible for UC admission，and 
the leglslation does not prohibit 
UC from admitting a student 
body that 1Ss 26 percent Asian， 
he Sald. 

"So0 why 1Ss he Saying (ASlans 
are) “overrepresented2?” Der 
asked. "The connotation 1s that 
we have enough of them and 
we Shouldn'”t have any more of 
them." 


ASIANS ARE MOST ELIGIBLE 


Gardner acknowledged that 
AsSsian Students are "the most 
UC eligible ethnic group in the 


state,”though they compose 3 
small fraction of the high 
School population. "They are 
enrolling in ever larger num- 
bers,”Gardner Sald. 

At the same time， UC's 
"aggresSsive"” efforts to "seek out 


and encourage young Hispanic， 
black and Native American Stu- 
dents to enroll in the Unliver- 
Sity of California are 
beginning to pay off.” 

The result 1s "not So much 3 
problem as 3a complication， 
because we're dealing with 


Success and not failure,” Said 
Gardner. 
In the 1last five years，appli- 


cations to the UC System have 
jumped dramatically， putting 
"enormous enrollment preSSure 
on UC"” and straining 1lts 
reSources， Gardner Salid. "The 


problem is most evident at 
Berkeley and UCLA." 

"The Asian American commu- 
nity,，Seeing this，ijs concerned 
that the result will be down- 
ward pressure on thelir num- 
bers,” the UC presldent Sald. 
Other ethnic groups are "con- 
cerned that the university?s 
affirmative action efforts not 
be diminished，but reinforced." 


Some Caucasians are also

SAN FRANCISCO - A local 
civil rights “organization， 
Chinese for Affirmative Action， 
(CAA) has asked the San Fran- 
cisco “ Police 了 Department to 
clarify Some detaills in the 
killing of a Chinese American 
youth during an Unauthorized 
entry of Lowell High School. 


Nesly Yip， aa 15$-year-old 
student at  McAteer High 
School，was Shot four times -by 


Officer Michael Gaynor at 
about 1:30 am on Dec. 22 at 
Lowell. 

Police Said that Yip pointed 
a realistic pellet gun at Officer 
Gaynor，which the officer mis- 
took for a real gun. Police 
officers at the Scene nabbed 
another youth as a Suspect in 
the burglary and a third youth 
escaped. 

FOUR SHOTS 


Henry Der，executive director 
of CAA，in a Dec. 23 letter to 
SF Police_ Chief Frank Jordan 
salid he found the fact that 
Gaynor fired four shots at Yip 
"very troubling." 

"Did Nesly Yip at any time 
pull the trigger of his pellet 
gun Or make Some other hostile 
movement2? If not,” wrote Der， 
"was there Sufficient justifica- 
tion for Officer Gaynor to 
Shoot his Service revolver four 
times?"”: 

In a follow-upb letter from Der 
on Dec. 31，Der Trailsed the issue 
of the- delay in notifying the 
barents about their Son's _ death. 

Der pointed out that Yip 
died sometime after 2 am at SE 
General Hospital "It is ouUr 


understanding that one of the 
boys apprehended at Lowell 
High School provided police 
officials around 1:30 am that 
morning the _ telephone number 
of the Yip famlily in the Sunset 
District.”Der Said that the YIp 
family was not notified of the 
death until over Seven hours 
later at 9 am.

JUSTIIFIED 


Chief Jordan rcsponded to 
the first letter by Der on Dec. 
29，He said that the facts of 
the case "make it veIy clear 
that the officer involved justi- 
fiably fired his service Tevolver 
at 3a possible burglar who wa5 
pointing a large gun at his 
head from close pIOXimity. 

"Under conditions 1ike this， 
there is no _ time to think，only 
to _ instantly react in order to 
save one's Own 1life. 

"Regarding your expressed 
concern as to the number of 
Shots fired，lit is quite normal 
and understandable to fire 
Several rapld fire shots in Such 
a deadly Situation." 

According to the SE Police 
public affairs  _ department， 
Chief Jordan has not yet 
reSDonded to Der's Second let- 
ter， but that it 1s 
procedure to take great care in 
notifying next of kin.

apartment equipped with a 
kitchen. 

The Orangeland properties 
includes units at 1047 and 1019 
Stockton Street，but only 1047 
as affected by the condemna- 
tion. There are about 100 
tenants to be evicted，according 
to _ the tenants” attorney Paul 
Wartelle.

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Chinatown in the 40s 
THE TOUGH GENERATION 


By SHERMAN FONG 


Atfew years ago, [heard the phrase“The 
Tough WOeneration”referring to those who 
did things the hard and frugal way. Most 
of my peers who were born in Chinatown 
and raised during the 40s would fall in 
this category. We lived our lives with a loft 
of discipline. The way we did things in 
those days would seem Primitive by 
today's standards. 


In preparing meals，we shelled our peas. 
Killing live chickens was common in 
those days. We squeezed our Own orange 
juice. We had to shake the milk bottle to 
mix the cream and the milk. Our parents 
taught us to eat everything in Our bowls 
by reminding us that people were Starving 


in China. 


“TIough”sometimes also meant unspoiled. 
We made use of whatever we had. For 
amusement，we made our own toys 一 like 
slingshots, balsa-wood model airplanes， 
paddleboats to play with in the bathtub. 
Our photos were black and white. If we 
wanted color we hand-tinted them. 


-The words“Ollie-Ollie-Oxen-EFree”were 
heard in every neighborhood as kids 
blayed in the streets. The words were 
heard less often when television becamie 
part of Our lives， 


Vacations were quite different in those 
days. We jammed two families into one 
car and drove to the Russian River. Then 
we rented a rowboat' flled it with about 
eight passengers, and paddled up and 
down the Russian River. We brought our 
own lunch 一 usually fried chicken. 


We were able to do a lot of things without 


the automobile. Many of us have walked 
all the way from the beach or Golden 
GOate Park to Chinatown. Old shoes with 
loose soles were fxed with chewing gum. 
We darned our socks 让 they had holes， 


and put patches on Our worn trousers， 


In schools，our books were the same ones 
handed down from the previous class: In 
the front of the book，we were able to 
read the names of all the students that 
went before us， 


My second-grade teacher always sharp- 
ened our pencils with a knife. My guess i 
that it we used pencil sharpeners，OUT 
pencils would not last very long. 


Frugality was probably one of the causes 
of the tough generation. At the Chung 
Mei Home for boys, they did not change 
the bath water until after scrubbing abonut 
10 kids. Our parents always threatened to 
send us to the Chung Mei Home, not to 
learn frugality，but to learn discipline. 


In teaching us discipline，Chinese school 
teachers hit our hands with rulers. At 
home,， some families had bamboo sticks 
for discipline, My father used rattan 
sticks, Tt wouldn'tdo any good:to hide 
th& sticks; since he was the owner ofia 
fattan Store. There were lots more where 
they came from, and they came in_all Sizes 
and thicknesses. 


[LULnever forget aisermon that the Rev. 
Taam gave us during chapel at Hip Wo 
Chinese School. He said the reason Our 
parents hit us was because they loved us. 
\eall looked at each other chuckled， 
and were puzzled at what he said. Many 
years later we realized that he told us the 
truth . 


人 
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\Wetended to be a little more fatalistic in 
those days. If a child was born with a 
defect，we accepted it as Oods will. 
Today, the doctor is likely to receive a 
lawsuit. 


The younger generation asked how we 
ever Survived. There were residences in 
Chinatown where several families shared 
one community toilet. Laundry was done 
mostly by hand and hung on a line to drvy. 
Not everyone in Chinatown had a 
telephone. Kids came to your window 
calling your name. A_boat trip to China 
took about a month. But we did survive， 
maybe because 计 we never had it，we 
never missed it. 


Progress has always been a double-edged 
sword, bringing with it both good and 
evil The auto，which has brought us 
much joy，causes us to suffer when we try 
to hnd parking spaces in Chinatown 
today. 


Things may have been tougher in the 
40s， but the writers of nostalgia have 
always boasted that smiles were broader 
and the skies were bluer in those days.

media productions，Chow shifted from 
seeing the media “as just one of my 
interests to making a personal commit- 
ment "to providing alternatives to 
television and Hollywoods wasteland. 


“The early and mid-70s were a very 
interesting time to arrive in Chinatown》” 
said Chow.“The protests at Confucius 
Plaza , the opening of Basement Work- 
shop , the community absorbing large 
numbers of new immigrants, China 
getting into the United Nations , the 
normalizing of relations between China 
and the USi aTV series called Kxmng Fv， 
Bruce Lee starting to gain Star status in - 
this country, and China and the Chinese，

who were for so long just textbook things， 
becoming realities that we saw on the 
TV, all sent Chinatown through major 
transitions，” 


In 1976, Chow and several other media 
activists founded Asian CineVision 
Chow became its executive director. 


ACV SERVICES 
ACYVY oftered bilingual hands-on tele- 


vision workshops, production services and 


media-oriented seminars,， and established 
a Chinese-language nightly cable news 
program that ran for Several years. In 
addition to its annual flm and video 
festivals and newsletter ACV publishes 
an Asian American resource guide and 
continues to hold media, video and flm 
workshops. Chow is especially proud of 
the Childrens Film Series as well as the 
media training being offered Asian 
American children. 


These programs are funded through 
8government，corporate and foundation 
grants, as well as a large number of 
personal contributions. ACV is attempt- 
ing to gain greater fmnancial independence 
by marketing its production service 
capacity. 


Though ACY has broadened its agenda， 
Chow and his staft are still concerned 
with the issues that brought about the 
establishment of ACVS media arts center 
a decade ago. Chow sees defmnite links 
between the news media's portrayal of 
Americas economic problems relating to 
imports from Asia, Hollywoods Asian 
caficatures and the increase of anti-Asian 
violence in the US. 


Forty years ago parents and peers were the 
major influences on the development of a 
person's views and reactions to minorities， 
Chow contends，but “today society lets 
you know what it approves of through the 
media. The media sets the foundation for 
violence” 


RAMBO` MENTALIITY 


Chow also said that recent flms such as 
Rambo, Year of the Dragom and Rocky TV 
“not only give you the moral license to 
perpetuate violence，but they also set up a 
model of what to do. They show how to 
commit violencei they teach you how to 
commit it.” 


Chow said that Hollywood has a racial 
double standard regarding the portrayal of 
organized crime.“In Godjfather Jand 
the Cordeleone family is named many 
times. Other crime families are also 
mentioned，but not once are they called 
or referred to as "Italians' in the movie， 
But in Year of the Dragon， almost all the 
Chinese are clearly linked to crime and 
Chinese'” becomes synonymous with 
crime. He (the police captain played by 
Mickey Rourke) says the Chinese have a 


thousand-year history of crime 2 


“I am bothered by these gang flms， 
especially their frequency (China Girl a 
low-budget flm about Chinese and Italian 
gang members，was being flmed in 
Chinatown at the time of this interview) 
and the mystery attached to the gangs by 
the flmmakers and the media. There is 
nothing mysterious about them”he said. 


“Howevem I have no problem with there 
being movies with gangs in them. Oangs

do exist, and people want excitement. 
And the stories about society's outlaws， 
gamblers, thieves are classic flm stories， 


Chow said. 


“TI had aproblem，”，Chow said,“with Some 
of what was said during theYear of the 
Dragomn protests. People demanded 
Positive images. Positive images are 
impbortant，but TDm looking for arealistic 
image. If you put an Asian on the screen 
and he is all good, its not reali its going 
to put audiences to sleep. All TDm asking 
is that people present Asians as real 
human beings. Let them be weak and 
Strong,， cry and laugh 


Chow said that the Asian American 
community needs to continue protesting 
negative flms，but at the same time they 
need to support Asian American flm 
projects. He believes that the best way to 
get a more realistic image of Asian 
Americans on the Screen is to Put more 
Asian Americans behind and in front of 
the cameras. He also said that if the 
Asian American commmunity wants these 
changes, they need to support them with 
not only their words,，but also their 
wallets. 


“The way to create alternatives is to do 
just that: create alternatives”Chow said. 
“Wayne Wang,，Peter Wang, Steven Ning， 
Steven Okazaki myself and others need 
to create more flms，” 


COMMERCIAL FILMS 


Chow does not want to see these hlm- 
makers' work limited to showings in art 
houses and on the ethnic hlm circuit. He 
said these directors need to make com- 
mercial lms. He praised Karate Kid and 
said,“It was a very well-done commercial 
flm. It goes in and explains things 
(culture and relationships) without 
diminishing anything2” 


Of Hollywood producers, Chow said， 
“Show them that ithey depict Asians as 
human beings, they'll make money， and 
they1l make these movies. These people 
are Very coOnservative. They imitate each

lt doesn't matter. They make movies for 
one reason: to make money.” 


Since 1980 Chow has made documentary 
and narrative flms. His first Projects were 
flms for the US government and the 
United Nations. After these assignments 
he did commercial projects in China and 
Hong Kong. He was production and 
location manager for the TV special Big 
Bird in China. He worked on both the 
Asian and US versions of the Hong 
Kong-based Golden Harvest Production

Chow is happy with Asian Cine Vision s 
progress and its growing reputation 
“Professor Charles Milne, chairman of 
NYUS Department of Film and Tele- 
vision，recently told me that each year he 
has more Asians and Asian Americans in 
his classes"，Chow said.“Many of them 
study both at NYU and here. 


“Not only are we helping Asian 
American media to get better， we also are 
deftning it. Ithink that because of this，

Several months ago,CHINA GIRL, a 
low-budget$3 million flm depicting 
[Italian and Chinese gang members flling 
each other with celluloid lead， completed 
flming in NYCS Chinatowmnt. 


Despite the fact that the flm has a subject 
matter very similar to the controversial 
Year of the Dragon，the Chinese commu- 
nity has raised no serious protest against

the movie. Steven Ning, an independent 
flmmaker who last year served as a 
spokesman forNYCS Coalition Against 
Year of the Drason explained the lack of 
protests against CHINA GIREL.“There 
have been so many of these things since 
Year of the Dragon. The publics thought 
has evolved considerably. Their knowl- 
edge of what these flms are about is now 
ataimuch higher level” But Ning con-

curred that it is not only a change of 
Strategy that kept people from confront- 
ing CHINA GIRLSs flmmakers, but also 
that“some people are burned out on 
Protesting… 


However Paul Lee, the highest-jevel 
Chinese American production person on 
the flm, left CHINA GIRL after disputes 
with its producers. Lee allegedly exited 
either because he had a conflict with 
production manager Mary Kane or 
because he couldn't accept the movies 
violent and,， according to one Asian 
working on the projecb“very racist 
depiction of Chinese. Lee said he Pre- 
ferred not to comment on the matter. 
Kane did not return messages left for her 


atCHINA GIRLS production offtce. 


Lees public relations business in NY 
Chinatown was hurt by boycotts after he 
assisted in the production of Year of the 
Dragon. Lee helped with set and costurme 
details and the recruiting of Asian extras 
and supporting performers. He also had a 
small speaking role in the flm. 


The only oftcial protest against CHINA 
GIRL came in the frst couple weeks of 
shooting from the National Association 
of Broadcast Employees and Technicians 
(NABET) about the use of non-union 
personnel and the paying of below-union- 
scale wages. NABET later lifted its 
protest and a source involved in produc- 
tion said the NABET stamp subsequently 
appeared on all pay cards. 


The Mayors Ofhce on Film is keeping a 
characteristically low profile. From the 
making of Chinatown Nights in 1929， 
when a yellow-faced Warner Oland (later 
to play Charlie Chan) and Wallace Beery 
(later to play PanchoVilla) played 
Chinese gangsters gunning their way 
through Chinatown, to an equally 
repugnant 1981 movie about Puerto 
Ricans，Fort Abache 一 The Bronx the 
mayors ofhce has consistently ignored

After Year of the Dragon，Chinese gang 
episodes in several TV series including 
The Edvalizer and Kay O'Brien, the 。 
arrival of Hong Kong flmmakers hoping 
to cash in on negative portrayals of 
overseas Chinese, andnow CHINA 
GIRL, residents of NYC Chinatown 
might be expected to be "burned out” and 
hiding in their storm cellars, hoping that 
this latest wave of “Chinese crime StOIies 
will soon pass. 


CHINA GIRL is Westside Siory with an 
exotic twist. Instead of Anglos and Puerto, 
Ricans fpghting it out with knives and 
small-calibre pistols，Italians and Chinese 
go at it with automatic Pistols and 
machine guns，while a doomed love attair 
between an Italian boy (Richard Pane- 
bianco) and a“China girl” (model Sari 
Chang) takes place. 


James Hong，who protested the portrayals 
of Chinese in the flm Chariie Chan and 
the Crrse of the Dragon Quyeem but played 
a Fu Manchu-like villain in Big Troyvble 六

Joey 
Chin, the most ruthless of the assassins 训 
Year of the Dragon，still totes a gun in 
CHINA GIRL, but with the help of 
Dragon lead Mickey Rourkes agent, he 
has moved up in the credits. Chin， 
according to one cast membern“has lots of 
dialogue”James Russo，who also played 
the rapist in the theaterand movie 
versions of Extremities has aleading role 
in the project and newcormner Russell 
Wong, who is high up in the credits in 
Taiban，plays Changs brother in this 


moOvie. 


The movie's director is Able Ferrera. 
Ferrera's directing credits include such 
blood-and-guts products as Ms 有 and 
The Driller Killer as well as installments of 
the 工 V series Crime Story and Miami Vice. 
The producer of CHINA GIRL is Michael 
Noz 这 . His most recent production，Anmgel 
Hearb starring Rourke，will be released 
next Spring. 


Undoubtedly， press releases will portray 
CHINA GIRL as an “action-packed 
thriller” that includes a “bittersweet love 
affaip”but the real message，garnered 
from a dozen interviews with people 
knowledgeable about CHINA GIRE， 
that life in the eyes of Italians 一 and 
Chinese 一 is very cheap.
